RESUMPTION, 
SECRETARY SHERMAN’S VIEWS ON THE SUB- 
JECT. 

Wasuincton, D. C., March 20.—At the inter- 
view of the Committee on Finance with the 
Secretary of the Treasury in regard to the re- 
peal of the KesumptioB act on the 19th inst., the 
Chairman said: 

Mr. Secretary, I have jotted down a few gen- 
eral questions and some in detail which I pro- 
pose to ask you, and I suppose that other mem- 
bers of tte Committee may have questions 
whicb they may desire to ask at a later period, 
but I will ask some general questions in order 
that you may make the statement if you choose 
with more freedom than you can by going into 
smaller details atthe commencement. First, 
ought the Resumption act. in your opinion, be 
repealed, and, if not, why not! 

Secretary Sherman—That question, as you 
say, is very general; and u fs rather a lezis- 
lative than an erecutive guestion, but I have no 
objection to answering. I think that the Resump- 
tion act 

OUGHT NOT TO BE REPEALED; 

that it was a declaratiog of public policy com- 
menced with the act of February, 1862, repeated 
by Congress several times, notably in 1866, nota- 
bly again in 1860, and again by the passage of the 
Resumption act, that we would as soon as prac- 
ticable redeem any United States notes which were 
presented for redemption in goid and silver coin. 
That is the declared public policy of this country. 
and it ought to be adhered to, and I am fully con- 
vinced that we are able to do what we have s0 
often promised to do, andoughttodo. Besides 
thie, several States have, by their legislation, in- 
dicated a purpose to conform their laws to ours. 

Senator Bayard—Which States besides New

DEMOCRATIC MUDDLE IN MIL 
WAUKEE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

MILWAUKEE, March 20.—The political cal- 
dron is boiling furiously in this city just now, 
so far as that nebulous fragment of a political 
organization called the Democratic party is con- 
cerned. The fire that for a space did fail has 
recently had new fuel added to it by Boss“ 
Rietbrook calling the City Convention to be held 
next Saturday, when the claims of all the aspi- 
rants for official honors will be settled. At this 
moment all the ward politicians are gathered 
around the pot that violently boils aud bubbles 
all the more as each one stirs the fire and adds 
his eve of newt or toe of frog to the seething 
compound. The muddle increases day by day, 
and each complication makes the outcome more 
and more problematical. The Greenbackers 
that swallowed the entire Democratic party at 
Fond du Lac last fall without mastication, 
as a snake  swaliows a frog, and 
which also gobbled the Speakership of 
the present Assembly, and dictated the Demo- 
cratic nomination of supreme Judge, have put 
a good ticket for city officers in the field, with 
the expectation of having it indorsed by the 
Democrats. This ticket is headed by Mr. Chase, 
an old line Democrat, who has twice serfed as 
Mayor, and a wealthy and popular old fogy cit- 
en. He has published a card, in which he 
agrees to serve free of charge, if elected, and 
that will save the city $2,000 a year for two 
years. This bait will doubties catch a good 
many economical voters, especially as Mr. Chase 
is every way competent to fill the bill. Their 
ticket also contains the name of Joseph Phillips 
for Comptroller. He is also an ex-Mayor and a 
German Catholic; but he is not strong with either 
the Germaas or the Catholics, on account of bis 
opposition to Sunday dances and other kinds 
of wickedness. But the ticket will draw, and 
the situation is decidedly awkward, because it 
will be supported mostly from the crowd that 
used to vote the Democratic ticket. 

Within a day or two another embarrassment 
has arisen to confound and perplex the Demo- 
cratic bosses The Honest-Money League that 
has just been organized here, composed of some 
ot the strongest men in the city, Republicans 
and Democrats, are urging the propriety of 
making a bard-money, anti-tax-eating, anti- 
Democratic ticket, and, if that is done, no Re- 
publican nominations will be made. It isa 
shrewd game, and will be likely to win, if well 

layed. The discipline of the Democratic party 

entirely disappeared, and its old soldiers are 
hard or soft money men, Socialists, temperance 
agitators (between drinks), Independents, or 
anything else that pleases them 
best. 80 to speak, the Democratic fugle- 
men and grand sachems find themselves 
entirely surrounded by four divisions of their 
enemies, to wit: The Repubiicans, or Hard- 
Money men, the Greenbackers, the Socialists, 
and the Temperance men. With five tickets in 
the field it is not possible for the Democrats to 
succeed. Such an army of ticket-scratchers 
would certainly scratch the heads off the regu- 
lars. 

Of course the Democratic leaders are not in- 
sensible to the difficulties of the situation, and 
are doing all they can to avert the calamity that 
threatens them. They will be forced to but in 
nomination some of their very best men, with 
the hope that their personal pupularity may 
bold those who still call themselves Democrats, 
and win back many of those who have wandered 
far from the Democratic fold. To this end they 
send up the Macedonian cry for Alexander 
Mitchell to come over and help“ them. 
But the cry isin vain. The man who refused 
to go again to Congress, or to take the nomina- 
tion for Governor, with the certainty of an elec- 
tion, would hardly be expected to consent to 
leave his immense business to perform a serv- 
ice that others can do quite as wellas he. The 
ticket likely to be nominated will be as pub- 
lished in Tus TRIBUNE some days ago, viz.: 
Black, White, Trumpf, and Johnson. Black 
and White certainly form a sharp contrast in 
name, as they do in other characteristics,—the 
one being a dark **complected” Frenchman, 
speaking the German language, and the other a 
white-faced Irishman, with the rich brogue of 
his native bog so clean off his tongue that 
some of the boys from Cork deny the purity of 
his blood. And just here I must say that one 
of the best jokes of the season is 
that published in Tus TRIBUNE recently from a 
Chicago correspondent who represented Mr. 
Black as an aristocratic Irishman!’’ It has 
cost Black a good deal of moncy already in the 
matter of champagne. 

I must also apologise to Mr. D. H. Johnson 
for having imperiled his chances of a nomina- 
tion tor City Attorney by saying that he was a 
native American. A -friend of his, who has 
known Mr. Johnson “from the stump,” assures 
me that he was porn in Canada. I hasten to 
make the correction, because if he fails to get 
the nomination next Saturday his friends might 
shake their gory locks at me and say, Ye did 
It.“ Let it take any other shape but that. 
With the removal of the suspicion that he was 
born under the egis of the Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner, and never having served in the Union army, 
Mr. Johnson has a fair prospect of runuing in 
ov his merits.

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THE CAMDEN CONFESSION, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 20.—The Armstrong 
murder, for whigh three persons had been ar- 
rested, and which has kept Camden on the 
hooks of wonder for two months, is a 
mystery no longer, for a confession 17 
day stamps it as a crime more y 
of the days of the Sorgias, Di Med- 
icis, and the Council of Ten than of 
modern civilization. The miserable tool of 
Hunter, who is now fu jafl. has confessed to all 
the details of the terribie affair, which was 
planned by Hunter, to get the $26,000 for which 
he had insured Armstrong’s life. Four 
weeks ago Sheriff Daubman learned that 
two men had gone into a beer-saloon on 
the night of the murder, and one had blooay 
hands. He and Detective Yoder watched all of 
Hunter’s employes, and found one, Thomas 
Graham, whose mode of life and appearance 
had been greatly changed. He shadowed himto 
no purpose until Monday, when they found 
where Hunter had bought a new bat 
for Graham on the night of the murder. Just 
before midnight last night they arrested Gra- 
bam just as he was entering his house. He 
went with them quietly to Camden Jail, where 
he was questioned, but denied everything. The 
officers pressed nim very closely, and gave him 
to understand they knew all about his connection 
with the murder, and finally he jumped up from 
his seat, and said: Well, I am going to make 
a clean breast of it!” Writing materials were 
at once secured, apd the party sat all night 
until 8 o'clock this morning, taking 
down the tale of blood as it fell 
from the prisoner’s lips. It was then sworn to 
without any threats or promises of any kind. 

Divested of minor detalis, it is about as fol- 
lows: I had deen an apprentice and 
journeyman to Hunter for about eight 
years. Early in December he met me 
and asked if I knew Armstrong, 
and I said I did. He said: “He owes me a lot 
ot money, and he bas got to be killed.” I 
said: Does he!” And he said: I will give 
you $500 to do it; and, if you don’t doit, you 
are no friend of mine.” He gave me 65. I went 
to his office again later, and he gave me 
$2. Also Saturday night before New-Year’s I 
went to his house and got $5. New-Year’s Eve 
he came to my house and said: Take this 
hammer. This is what it has got to be done 
with, It has got a name on of F. W. D.“ 
meaning F. W. Davis. He says, ** Then let the 
hammer lay, and it will be blamed on him,“ as 
Davis owed Armstrong money.“ 

Graham then went on to show how Hunter, 
with diabolical coolness, planned the murder, 
drawing a plan of the scene, arranging for his 
own absence from the city, and Armstrong’s 
trip to Camden to see Davis at night. Hunter 
saw Graham several more times, and arranged 
the vight that Armstrong should go to 
Camden, but Graham's courage faiied, and he 
did not go. Next day Hunter notified him that 
he would go over himself with Armstrong. 
Graham went and bought him a soft hat, and 
completed ail arrangements for the murder. 
Grabam went round drinking, and at night 
went home, got the hammer, and met 
Hunter, who had on a felt hat, and a hand- 
kerchief around his whiskers. The latter met 
Armstrong at his office, and they started for 
Camden arm-in-arm, Graham following and 
going over on the same boat. They took a car, 
and Graham ran along to keep up. Getting off, 
they walked up Vine street to a small alley. 
Graham’s statement continues: 

It was agreed between Hunter apd myself 
that when Hunter said Tes I was to strike 
the blow, which 1 did. Hunter said: Hit him,’ 
wpd.then I struck the blow. Then my courage 
failed, and I ran, dropping both hammer and 
hatchet. Armstrong staggard when 1 
struck him. ran for a cellar and 
jumped down the first one, climbed 
up a brick wall, came out on Fifth street, and 
went home. I left Hunter behind me, and met 
him on the front part of the boat. I said: 
‘ Well!’ and he answered that he had finished 
him. He told me he had to bunt for the hatchet 
before he could find it. After we reached 
the Philadelphia side of the river. between 7 and 
8’o’clock, he gave me 25 cents, remarking that 
that was all the change he had. I met Hunter 
again next day and he gave me $10. I never 
saw bim again.” 

Since the statement it has been corroborated 
in many varticulars, and it is remembered that 
Hunter asked anxiously again and again if 
there was any chance of Armstrong's recovering 
consciousness, and, securing a moment alone 
with him, displaced the handages on his 
head so as to start the bleeding afresh. 
There will be a hearing to-morrow, and 
a close watch is kept upon Hunter 
to prevent the possibility of suicide. His coun- 
sel, James M. Scovel, still insists that he will 
prove an alibi.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa, March 20.—James Gra- 
ham, aged 27, single, has been arrested on the 
charge of murdering John M. Armstrong, at 
Camden N. J., Jan. last, and confesses to the 
crime. He was an apprentice under Benja- 
min Hunter, now in prison on the charge, 
and says Hunter agreed to pay him if he ac- 
complished the deed. He had several inter- 
views with Hunter, and the object of the mur- 
der, he says, was to get money from he in- 
surance companies. Graham has been of dis- 
solute habits of late. His confession is de- 
lieved bY the Sheriff, who states that the pris- 
oner telle his story with a minuteness w 
confirms all the knowledge in the hands of the 
authorities. 

There is great excitement both in Camden 
and here over these startling developments. 

The startling part of Graham's confession is 
where he details how Hunter visited the house 
of the wounded man when he was at the point 
of death, and, going totbe bedside of Armstrong 
in the absence of a lady member of the family, 
pressed the victim’s head and made wounds 
bleed fresh again. Graham says that the plot 
to murder Armstrong was carefully matured, 
aud that he agreed to do the job for $200. 

James M. Scovel, counsel for Hunter in the 
Armstrong murder case, stated to-night that 
Hunter denies the statement of Graham made 
to-day implicating both of them in the murder. 
Huuter says he can readily prove an alibi; that 
Graham has a bad character, and his statement 
should not be believed as against respectable 
witnesses whom he can produce. The trial will 
take place about the 15th of May.

cept weeklies now pay a higher rate at the 
office where published, if it is a letter-carrier 
office, than for transportation and delivery at 
any other office in the country. The chief 
objection to the change raised in Washing- 
ton is that it would result in flooding the 
letter-carrier offices with daily newspapers 
intended for city delivery. This objection 
is groundless for the following reasons: 
(1) The letter-carriers cannot deliver morning 
papers early enough to meet the demands of 
subscribers. Tun Trreune now reaches all 
its subscribers before breakfast. It coul 
not, under the most favorable circumstances, 
reach them before 9 or 10 o'clock if delivered 
by carriers. (2) The expense of delivering 
a particular paper to a particular person 
would more than counterbalance the sav- 
ing in postage. By the present sys- 
tem, all the expenses of mailing are 
done away with, and each subscriber 
gets not a particular paper, but the one that 
happens to be most convenient for the car- 
rier. (3) As a matter of fact, Taz Tamer 
now sends by mail to all subscribers who in- 
dicate their preference to be so served. The 
result is not the flooding of the mails, nor 
even the sending of any considerable num- 
ber of papers to city subscribers in this 
manner. In the case of country subscribers, 
Tue Trmvune would prefer to send by mail 
rather than through the news agents, for on 
each subscription made directly to the office 
it saves the profits of middlemen, which 
are nearly double the annual postage. It is 
perfectly clear that Congress may relieve the 
periodical publishers, if it chooses, without 
imposing upon the Government the duty of 
newspaper carriers in large cities. 


PROTECTION AND SUBSIDIES. 

The country is suffering from too much 
protection against foreign competition. The 
Government is a loser to the extent that for- 
eign manufactures have been excluded on 
which a reasonable tatiff would have contrib- 
uted a considerable revenue. The country 
is a loser to the extent that American com- 
merce with foreign nations is prostrated, and 
the profits of the carrying trade surrendered 
to others. The consumers are losers in being 
compelled to pay exorbitant prices, of which 
the excess is equivalent to prohibitory duties 
that might have been divided between the 
Government and the people. The munufac- 
turers are losers because, having glutted the 
home market, they are shut out by their own 
folly and greed from foreign markets. The 
most natural and reasonable means for coun- 
teracting the injury done to the country by 
this false and pernicious system of protection 
would be to abandon it. Instead of this, the 
protected classes say to the Government : 
„No that the force of protection has been 
exhausted, give us the stimulant of sub- 
sidies.” They want the Government to open 
foreign markets to them by paying the cost 
of transportation to other countries, which 
will enable them to keep up their prices at 
home. 

Mr. Jom Roacu, the ship-builder, has 
been put forward to wedge an opening for 
the new bounty. He has made a contract 
with the Brazilian Government to run a 
monthly line of steamers from New York to 
Rio Janeiro for ten years. There is every 
reason to believe that he would not have 
made such a contract without securing from 
Brazil a practical guarantee against loss. 
Nevertheless he appears before Congress for 
additional bounty, and a majority of the 
House Post-Office Committee, under the 
leadership of Mr. Wanpzir, of North Caro- 
lina (whose brother is said to be a member 
of the Pacific Mail lobby), recommends a 
subsidy of $30 per mile per annum for a 
monthly line of steamers from New York, 
and another monthly line from New Orleans 
to Rio Janeiro, which will amount to an an- 
nual subsidy of more than $300,000 for ten 
years to come, or more than $3,000,000 in 
all. The Roacn subsidy granted, it is of 
course only a question of time and lobbying 
when a still larger Pacific Mail subsidy will 
be voted, with Others following closely in 
the wake. Perhaps itis as well to dispose 
of Mr. Roacn’s case first. 

During the second session of the Forty- 
first Congress, in 1870, the House of Repre‘ 
sentatives appointed a special committee on 
the causes of the reduction of the Ameri- 
can tonnage.” Mr. Roc was one of the 
experts who testified before that Committee. 
During the course of his evidence he said that 
„America had lost her commerce,” and in 
exchange therefor had gained ‘‘ simply the 
right for a few men to charge $9 per ton, in 
gold, on the importation of pig-iron,” which 
is the basis of modern ship-building. He also 
said that he asked no bounties, and added: 
I Congress will take off all the duties from 
American iron, reducing it to the price of 
foreign iron, then we are prepared to com- 
pete with foreign ship-builders.” It must 
be kept well in mind, of course, that the 
purchase of American, ships abroad is for- 
bidden by law, and Mr. Roacu would proba- 
bly be in favor of retaining this prohibition. 
This leaves American commerce in the fol- 
lowing situation: Ships cannot be bought 
abroad, and ships cannot be built at home, 
except at a cost of 25 per cent more 
than the same kind of ships can be 
built for on the Clyde. Finally, the 
American manufacturers cannot maintam 
their prices at home, and at the same time 
sell abroad, if they have to pay anything for 
transportation. The result is that America 
has perforce abandoned the carrying-trade. 
And now the resort is, not to any repeal of 
daties, but to an effort to secure the pay- 
ment of such subsidy from the Government, 
paid by the mass of the people, as will off- 
set the disadvantage American ship-builders 


the raiding of the Public Treasury for these 
purposes, and has submitted a minority re- 
port which can scarcely fail to convince an 
honest and intelligent Congress that every 
proposition to subsidize a steamship line is 
a fraud on the people. 

The Wap report seeks to convey the 
impression that the subsidy policy will re- 
store life and vigor to American commerce. 
Mr. Cannon gives the facts. During the six 
years previous to 1865 there was no subsidy 
to steam or sail vessels between the United 
States and Brazil, and our annual exports 
were about one-third of our annual imports 
in our trade with that country. During the 
ten years following, the American Govern- 
ment gave a subsidy of $1,500,000 to a line 
of steamers between New York and Rio 
Janeiro, and our annual exports to Brazil 
were only about one-fifth of our annual im- 
ports from that country. During the latter 
period we purchased more than twice as 
much annually, but, after paying a subsidy 
of $1,500,000, we sold to Brazil only $650,- 
000 more than before. ‘‘Such a transaction,” 
says Mr. Cannon very logically, ‘“‘on the 
part of a private individug] would end in 
bankruptcy, and, if repeated, would warrant 
the appointment of a conservator to take 
charge of his estate.” Since the subsidy 
was discontinued, our exports have increased 
$1,100,000 annually. How is it with China? 
During the last eleven years we have pur- 
chased from China $75,337,330 more than 
during the previous eleven years, when there 
was no subsidy, but the increase in our sales 
to China during the same period was. only 
$6,077,879. Meanwhile a subsidy of $5,000,- 
000 has been paid out of the Public Treasury 

attain this retrogressive progression. 
How long would it take us at this rate,” 
asks Mr. Cannon, to become the wealthiest 
nation in the world?” Wo started out to 
take the Chinese. Result: The Chinese 
have taken us, and the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company has taken the $5,000,000.” 
Further to show how little the subsidiz- 
ing of ships influences trade, our com- 
merce with Cuba may be cited. There is 
no subsidy for that, yet American vessels 
carried three-fourths of all the exchanges 
between the United States and Cuba; and, 
notwithstanding America does the bulk of 
the carrying trade with Cuba, we sold to 
Cuba less than equal to one-fifth of our pur- 
chases from Cuba. 

Mr. WappeE.u's report gives the impression 
that all other nations pursue the most liberal 
policy in the way of subsidizing steamships. 
Mr. Cannon gives the facts. Great Britain’s 
entire subsidies are just about balanced by 
her sea-postages, and the only real subsidies 
she pays is to lines running to her own pos- 
sessions in East India ; these amount to about 
2, 000, 000 annually, while the British Post- 
Office has 4 surplus revenue of about $10,- 
000,000, instead of running from $5,000,000 
to $7,000,000 behind, as our postal service 
does. Of the 200 foreign steamships run- 
ning between Europe and the United States, 
190 are operated without subsidy. Great 
Britain does not pay one cent of 
subsidy to any ship plying between 
the United States and that country, yet our 
trade with Great Britain amounts to $565,- 
000,000 a year; France pays a subsidy of 
$729,000 a year to a line of steamers between 
Havre and New York, and our trade with 
France is less than $100,000,000 a year. Mr. 
Cannon gives a tabulated statement of all the 
subsidies paid by the various nations, which 
shows that the great bulk of the steamship 
service of the world is wholly without sub- 
sidy, and that all countries are rapidly adopt- 
ing the rule of paying a reasonable sea-post- 
age for the mails actually carried, and no 
more. 

The fact is, that the protected manufac- 
turers have made out a weak case. During 
the year 1877 we sold to foreign countries 
$194,462,724 of merchandise more than we 
bought from foreign countries; not one 
particle of this advantage was secured by the 
Government's paying for the transpor- 
tation, and if that had been the 
process, there would have been no advan- 
tage. We can sell in foreign markets 
those things which we can produce cheaper 
than other countries. If protection to cer- 
tain manufactures prevents us from selling 
more, and robs us of the profit from the 
carrying trade, the injury cannot be offset, 
but will only be increased, by a still further 
protection in making the Government pay 
the cost of transporting to other countries 
merchandise which has acquired an artificial- 
ly high value. Protection cannot prohibit 
competition outside our own borders, and, 
as Mr. Cannon intimates, it is not enough 
for the Government to pay the cost of trans- 
portation to foreign markets, but the Gov- 
ernment must also make up the loss to the 
American manufacturer or dealer when he 
comes to dispose of his wares abroad, in 
order to make the subsidy and protective 
system complete and satisfactory.

THE CURRENCY QUESTION AT WASH- 
INGTON. 


Mr. Jon SuHerman has had a revelation; 
after careful study and deliberation, he has 
been able to discover, what was patent to 
every other rational man, that to coin silver 
dollars was to render the convertibility of 
greenbacks into coin an easy matter, and that, 
the dollars being coined, the demand for 
coin in exchange for the paper would de- 
crease in the proportion fhat the coin was 
sufficient for that purpose. The greenbacks 
being made exchangeable for silver dol- 
lars on demand, and the supply of 
silver dollars bemg capable of being 
enlarged indefinitely, the resumption 
of specie-payments on a silver basis becomes 
a matter of course, and nota thing of des- 
perate compulsion. Hence Mr. Saznman on 
Tuesday was free to state that he regarded 
the remonetization of silver as a ‘‘ blessing 
in disguise.” Of course, the surprise of the 
Secretary is not shared by others. In fact, 
the remonetization of silver was urged by 
the majority of its friends on the precise 
ground that it would be impossible to re- 
deem greenbacks with gold coin, because of 
the scarcity and dearness of that coin; but, 
the exclusive use for gold being abandoned, 
silver dollars could be coined to an indefinite 
amount, and the exchange of silver for pa- 
per would be an easy matter. The discon- 
tinuance of any special demand for gold has 
cheapened that coin, and the banks are filling 
up with gold and silver, and long before 
January, 1879, greenbacks, silver, and gold 
will have a parity of value. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has, how- 
ever, discovered other particulars. He 1s 
not only in favor of the largest coinage of 
silver dollars, but he is prepared to re- 
ceive greenbacks, with silver and gold, or 
alone, in payment of customs. This, he 
claims, will place the legal-tender notes on 
a permanent equality with coin, and render 
it wholly unnecessary to reduce their amount 
by withdrawal or cancellation. The Secre- 
tary is also convinced that the country would 
not be effectually ruined even by the issue of 


certificates for silver bullion. Had the Sec- 


alone in the Committee in protesting against 


retary of the ‘Treashry last August met the 


country with concessions of this character, 
instead of persistently maintaining that 
there should be resumption in gold coin, 
when he knew the coin was not in the 
country, and not be had, how 


country was paralyzed, and, under the pa- 
ralysis of ever-falling values, thousands of 
active business men and corporations have 
been wrecked. Silver remonetization itself 
was forced by the country in defiance of the 
protests and efforts of the Treasury. 

Tun Trrsunz advocated the remonetiza- 
tion of silver not only because it was right 
and just of itself, but also because it would 
enable the Government to resume specie- 
payments, which was impossible on the gold 
basis. Tun Tarox claimed that when the 
Government offered the public creditors a 
silver dollar in exchange for a greenback it 
was the full measure of specie-resumption 
which any person hada right to demand. A 
failure to remonetize silver would leave the 
country under a pledge to redeem its cur- 
rency, and leave all private and corporate 
debts payable, in gold. This was simply 
equivalent to confiscation; it was adding 
80 to 40 per cent to every form of indebtef- 
ness, and to the purchasing power of money, 
and destroying the value of property pro- 
portionately. Sooner than reduce the coun- 
try to this condition, we considered 1t prefer- 
able that the date for resumption should be 
repealed. 

Thanks, however, to the energetic efforts 
of the people in their own behalf, the Silver 
bill was passed, and the supply of silver dol- 
lars is only limited by the ability of the 
mints to coin them. The public credit is 
maintained, the shadow of an enforced gold 
resumption is removed, and specie-payments 
will practically take place without the least 
disturbance of values. The paper money, 
being exchangeable for the coin, will circu- 
late at par, and gold, having no exclusive 
uses, will of necessity be added to the general 
currency of the country. 

Secretary SHznmMan now proposes substan- 
tially a general scheme for the settlement of 
all the financial questions, which, if adopted, 
will have the effect of putting an end to 
much wild and extravagant legislation, and 
give stability and permanency to the curren- 
cy of the country. This scheme embraces : 
1. The coinage of silver dollars as rapidly as 
practicable. 2. The issue of silver certifi- 
cates on the same footing as gold certificates. 
3. The receipt of greenbacks for customs. 
4. The exchange of metallic dollars on de- 
mand for greenbacks after Jan. 1, 1879. 
5. The issue of 4-per-cent bonds in exchange 
for greenbacks or coin at par, and the appli- 
cation of the proceeds to the purchase of 
the 6 and 5 per cent bonds. Under this ar- 
rangement there would be $675,000,000 of 
paper money exchangeable on demand for 
coin; the greenbacks remaining in circula- 
tion to their full amount, and a 
legal-tender in payment of customs 
duties; silver dollars, coined at the rate 
of $40,000,000 or more a year, and the gold 
which is now or may bein the country. The 
three forms of money,—paper, silver, and 
gold, —having equivalent uses and values, will 
circulate freely and interchangeably, and in 
quantity equal to the wants and needs of the 
country. Upon this basis, having what is 
essential to any revival of industry, the 
great point of permanency, there can hardly 
be a doubt that there will be a recovery in 
the values of property, an inflation of pro- 
duction, an increase of sales, a re-employ- 
ment of labor and distribution of wages, 
and a steady progress in the way of a renew- 
al of general prosperity and individual com- 
fort. Though Mr. Sunna is late in his 
concessions, he should be thanked that, even 
now, he has accepted the policy of expan- 
sion, and thereby will give his aid to the 
pacification of contending factions on this 
subject of the currency.

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THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILWAY. 

The Northern Pacific Railway Company 
is before Congress asking an extension of 
the time for the completion of itsroad. The 
proposition is simple, direct, and eminently 
reasonable and just. But, instead of grant- 
ing it, Senator MrronxrL., of Oregon, has 
reported a bill, as detailed in our dispatches 
of Tuesday morning, from the Sub-Commit- 
tee to the general Railroad Committee, which 
is aimed directly at the very life of the enter- 
prise. It has the following remarkable pro- 
visions and conditions : 

First—It compels the Company to build 
on the south side of the Columbia River, 
instead of the north side, the only practica- 
ble route selected under the original careful 
surveys,—the south side being a rough 
country, intersected by mountain-streams, 
with ravines, which would render the work 
unnecessarily expensive, while on the north 
side the line is comparatively easily con- 
structed, and would directly accommodate a 
much larger agricultural country. 

Second—It changes the character of the 
acquirement of the lands by the Company, 
reducing the value of the original grant, and 
when the road is completed and the remain- 
ing lands remote from the line of the road 
not already pre-empted are conveyed by the 
Government to the railroad, it is under the 
restriction that only 160 acres shall be sold 
to any one person, thus crippling sales and 
preventing farming operations on a sufficient 
scale to secure the economy obtained else- 
where. 

7'kird—I{t robs the Northern Pacific of the 
land under the original grant for the short 
line from Lake Pend-Oreile, where the road 
rounds the North Pass of the Bitter Root 
Mountains, aiming directly ag possible to 
Puget Sound, thus affording the country at 
large the shortest line to the Pacific Coast 
and China and Japan by several hundred 
miles, and gives an equal amount, some 
7,000,000 acres, to the so-termed Salt Lake & 
South Pass Company, and contains the pro- 
vision that the said Salt Lake & South Pass 
Company shall have equal rights of use of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, whose main 
line is forced for the accommodation of the 
former to the south side of the Columbia 
River, from Portland to Umatilla, some 200 
miles, its point of divergence from the line 
of the Northern Pacific to Salt Lake thus to 
become a feeder to the already piethoric 
Union Pacific. 

The bill further provides for the comple- 
tion of the so-called Salt Lake & South Pass 
Railroad in four years from the passage of 
the act, thus securing to the Union Pacific 
monopoly the traffic of the Columbia River 
Valley over the western end of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad until the latter can complete 
its great connecting work from the Missouri 
River across Dakota, Montana, Idaho, and 
Washington,—a work at best of seven or 
eight years. 

The monstrosity of the scheme is only 
equaled by the impudence and fraud which 
characterize the dealings of the Union 
Pacific with the Government and the people, 
and altogether is so fraught with such glaring 


a bill can find favor in Congress or receive 
even a respectable minority vote. What the 
country needs and what the Company should 
have is an extension of the time for building 
the road under the original franchise on the 
best and shortest line to Puget Sound. Let 
Jax Goup, with his villainous propositions, 
keep his claws off of this noble national 
enterprise. Has he not gorged already 
enough of the people’s money ?

NEWSPAPERS AND THE MAILS. 

The proposition before the House Post- 
Office Committee to compel newspaper pub- 
lishers to use the mails exclusively in the 
distribution of their issues, is the product of 
ignorance or malice. The effect of it can 
scarcely be understood by the Committee, or 
they would not entertain it seriously for a 
moment. It contemplgtes a great public in- 
convenience, and no corresponding benefit 
in increased revenues to the Government. 
If its main purpose is, as we suppose, to 
punish the large city dailies which have been 
freest in criticising the conduct of corrupt 
and inefficient Congressmen, it will not be 
successful. The people will have the news 
sooner or later, and will wait for it to come 
by the mails if they cannot get it sooner. 
But there is no reason why they should be 
compelled to wait at all. If the Govern- 
ment cannot perform the service of distribu- 
tion as quickly as the express companies, it 
should step aside. When it can do the work 
as well as any competitors, it isnow employ- 
ed; when it cannot do so, it ought not to 
obstruct others who can give satisfaction. 
Newspaper publishers have no prejudice 
against the Government. They use the 
mails, express companies, or private convey- 
ances, as each happens to be convenient. It 
would be an extraordinary interference with 
private rights to compel them to use any of 
these channels of distribution to the exclu- 
sion of the other. 

There is danger that the advocates of the 
new system of postage will forget the im- 
portant principle which justifies the exist- 
ence of the Post-Office Department, —name- 
ly, that it tends to promote the convenience 
of the people. The business of carrying 
letters and printed matter is no legitimate 
function of Government, except as it is 
sanctioned by the people for their own con- 
venience. The Post-Office does not exist 
solely, or even principally, for the sake of 
Government. It has never been considered a 
self-supporting institution in America, nor 
has the necessity that it should be self-sup- 
porting been admitted. Yet this proposi- 
tion of Mr. Cannon's to compel the news- 
papers to use it, whether they will or no, 
proceeds on the contrary assumption. It 
assumes that the Post-Office is not estab- 
lished for the convenience of the public, 
but for its own convenience; that it isa 
money-making concern, and in its capacity 
as such may impose a tax upon the comfort 
and intelligence of the people. It would be 
one thing for the Post-Office, offering equal 
facilities with the express companies and 
private conveyances, to demand that pub- 
lishers should give the preference to the 
mails ; it is quite another thing for the De- 
partment to claim the right to render an in- 
ferior service for a greater compensation. 
Tax Tumor is now enabled to reach many 
of its agents by early freight trains, as in 
the case of all those residing in the towns 
along the Milwaukee branch of the North- 
western Road; if it were obliged to abandon 
this service and employ the mails exclusively, 
it would not reach the same points until 
several hours later. Suburban readers gen- 
erally would be deprived of their morning 
papers on the incoming trainsif the new 
bill should become a law. How serious a 
loss this would be, those only can tell who 
enjoy the comfort afforded by the early dis- 
tribution now. 

It is not clear that the Government would 
gain anything in revenue by securing the 
monopoly of newspaper patronage. It would 
require for the new service a large additional 


force of clerks, and additional space in post- | 


offices and postal-cars. It would also be 
obliged to discharge many of the duties now 
performed by news agents. The distribu- 
tion of the issue of morning newspapers is a 
vast business, employing a large capital and 
many laborers. Government must go into 
this business regularly if it adopts the pro- 
posed amendment to the law. It must be 
prepared to handle bulky packages, of con- 
siderable weight, which the Department 
heretofore has endegvored to exclude from 
the mails; and in all its operations, as a 
news agent it must exhibit the same thrift 
and energy that are now shown by private 
persons engaged in the business. The mere 
statement of the duties that would devolve 
upon Government in consequence of the 
proposed law shows its absurdity. Its 
enactment would be followed immediately by 
one of two results: it would be disregarded, 
like the law forbidding private persons to | 
carry letters not duly prepaid by postage, or 
it would cause public dissatisfaction so wide- 
spread that it would be repealed at the next 
session of Congress. The persons responsi- 
ble for its enactment would be likely to have 
a rebuke from their constituents that would 
last them for the remainder of their political 
lives.

The New York Herald possesses the art of in- 
jecting more bosh into an article per aquare inch 
than any newspaper in the United States. Sec- 
retary SHERMAN has vot decided to only pay 
out silver dollars in exchange for gold coin, tor 
that would be tantamount to not paying them 
out at all. After public curiosity is satisfied, 
and a number of people have secured specimens 
of the restored silver dollars, there will be no 
more purchasing thereof for gold, as there 
would be neither profit nor motive in so doing. 
The two coins are now exactly equal in value 
for debt-paying and Custom-House purposes. 
There could be no conceivable object in paying 
1,000 gold dollars for 1,000 silver dollars, or vice 
versa, as One is worth precisely the same as the 
other. What the Secretary of the Treasury has 
decided ig not to commence redeeming green- 
backs with silver dollars before Jan, 1, 1879, the 
day fixed by law for the commencement of re- 
sumption, Some bankers have offered him 
sums Of greevbacks at par for the new silver 
dollars, but Sugarman declines to give coin 
worth 100 cents for paper worth 99 cents, 
as it would have the effect of making green- 
backs receivabie for customs due nine months 
in advance of the time set for resumption, as 
the object of tendering greenbacks for silver is 
to use the latter in paying tariff duties. But 
there is another way of getting the new all ver 
dollars into circulation, which SmerMah an- 
nounces he intends to pursue, and which is per- 
fectly proper and entirely in harmony with the 
spirit of the Silver bill, and that is to pay out 
the new doliars in purchasing silver bullion. 
He will be obliged to buy trom three to four 
millions of silver per month for coinage. He

The half-witted Herald thinks that the Silver 
act provides for paying the interest on the pub- 
lic debt in silver bullion in the non-legal-tender 
state, and it does not scem to comprehend that 
the law calls for coined silver; and it overlooks 
or shuts its eyes to what is obvious to every 
one else, that silver dollars are worth as much 
as gold dollars, in purchasing as well as in debt- 
paying power. and that the holder can exchange 
them for gold at as small a brokerage as the 
bolder of gold can exchange it for silver dollars. 
We would invite the attention of the Herald 
numbskull to the following extract from the 
London Zconomist, showing how badly that 
organ of vondholders and money-lenders is not 
ecared at the law remonetizing silver: 

The remonetization of silver by the United States 
will undoubtedly have the effect of raising the value 
of silver over whole world, and there may be 
eventually a smaller difference between the value of 
silver and gold than that which exists at the pres- 
ent moment. Silver may come again to hold the 
proportional value in reference to gold that it did 
some years since. And in that case the American 
bondholder, even if paid in silver dollars, might 
experience no injury.

In 1872 the now loud-mouthed ad- 
vocate of protection for the Cavadian farmers 
opposed that very idea on the ground that the 
Canadian agriculturists were “richer than 
ever,” and were “rising superior to the 
temporary disadvantage caused by the loss of 
the United States market.” In that year Sir 
Joun’s Ministry went back to the country with 
a working majority, and pledged to incidental 
protection; yet the Finance Minister did not 
move the adoption of a higher tariff. And io 
1868 the very member who now seconds Sir 
Joun’s motiou for protection for agriculture— 
Mr. Pors, to-wit—opposed it and vigorously 
pointed out the fallacy and absurdity of the 
idea. Protection has a queer effect on a states- 
man’s wits. 


The Russian appellation of Czargrad,“ so 
commonly applied to Constaatinople, has been 
the subject of very extended discussion in the 
columns of the London Time.

The proposed amendments tothe Rules of the 
Board of Trade in regard to provisions were sub- 
mitted yesterday at 1 o'clock toa special meeting 
of the Buard, and adopted, with the exception of 
the section which would make summer pork regu- 
jar this year. The amendments are not, however, 
law as yet; they must first be voted on by ballot, 
and adopted that way, which will undoubtedly be 
done. 

The proposed amendments provide for the ap- 
pointment of a Commitiee of Five on Provision 
Inspection, who stall have and exercise a general 
control over the inspection of provisions, and 
sbal) act aa referees in case of complaint against 
the ingpection. Also the appointment of a Chief 
Inspector, who ehal) give bonds for the perform- 
ance of his duties, and shall appoint, to be con- 
firmed by the Committee on Provision Inspection, 
a sufficient number of competent Deputy Inspect- 
ors, who shall be under hie control and subject to 
his orders in all matters pertaining to the perform- 
ance of official duty 

The Board of Directors arc also instructed (if 
the amendment prevails) to appoint a Registrar of 

Provisions, whose duties will be very similar to 
those of the Registrarof Grain. All deliveries of 
beef or hog product in store, in the absence of 
special agreement, shai! be by the delivery of reg- 
istered warehouse receipts, issued from such ware- 
houses or places only as shall havg been declared a 
regular warehouse for the’ storage of such proper- 
ty, ender the rales of the Board of Trade, by the 
Board of Directors. All such deliveries shall be 
accompanied by a certificate of inspection of the 
Chief Inspector of Provisions, stating quality 
and condition of the product, with identi- 
fying marke thereupon, etc. All hog prod- 
uct, to be classed as standard, must comply 
in all respects with the requirements of the rules 
of mepection adopted by the Board of Trade, and, 
if delivered on or after Jan. 1, shall include only 
such as has been packed on or after the first day of 
the previous November, and, in the case of bar- 
reled pork, shall inclade only such as has been 
packed between Nov. land March 1, except that 
daring the summer of 1878 summer-packed pork 
will be reguiar if it be otherwise in accordance 
with the rules for packing, etc.

Previous to the spring elections in 1834 a gen- 
eral meeting of those opposed to Gen. Jackson’s 
Advainistration was held at the old Masonic 
Hall,“ at which the late Philip Hone, then 
Mayor of the City of New York, presided. 
Austin Baldwin was the principal speaker, and, 
as the excitement at the time was very great, 
the hail was crowded to its utmost capacity. 

In the address of Mr. Baldwin, he eloquently 
urged a return to obedience and regpect for the 
Gonstitution and laws in the administration 
the General Government, and called upon th 
people to return to the ways and principles of 
the Whigs of 76,“ and instead of planting 
hickory poles, which were only an emblem of 
man-worship in the person of Old Hickory,“ 
which was then the pet name of the idol of the 
party, to again erect thereal liberty-poles and 
dedicate them to the cause of the oid Whig prin- 
ciples of 76, and of constitutional liberty 
throughout the Union. 

The appeal was received with the utmost 
enthusiasm by the whole assemblage, and the 
Chairman, Philip Hone, rose after the con- 
clusion of Mr. Baldwin's address, and enforced 
his suggestions by an able speech, and urged 
their adoption by the united opposition to the 
Jackson party. And the idea of Mr. Baldwin 
was ably urged by Gen. James Watson Webb in 
the columns of the Courier and Enquirer, in the 
report published in that journal of the proceed- 
ings of this meeting. From that time the sever- 
al clements opposed to the Administration of 
Gen. Jackson were consolidated under the 
name of the Whig party throughout the 
Union. Fora time there was an attempt to 
break the force of this movement by satire 
and ridicule, calling the new party “ Phil 
Hone Whigs,“ etc.; but it was too strong to be 
overcome by any such means, and the name of 
Whig was received with enthusiasm all over the 
country; and Mr. Baldwin, following up his 
favorite ideas of the restoration of the princt- 
ples and habits of the Whigs of 76, immedi- 
ately, with the aid of the Whigs of the Four- 
teenth Ward, in which he resided, procured a 
lofty and clegant pole to be erected at the cor- 
ner of Broadway and Grand streets, surmount- 
ed with a liberty-cap of huge dimensions, bear- 
ing aloft the Stars and Stripes, which were un- 
furled amid enthusiastic shouts of the muiti- 
tude, to the tune of the! Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.“ This was the first of the great liberty- 
poles which were soon raised all over the 
country. 

Thus the creat Whig party finally triumphed 

in the election of William H. Harrison in 1840 
and of Gen. Taylor in 1848, and continued as 
ee en it gave way to the Republican party 
in 1851. 
Much to the regret of Mr. Bald win's numer- 
ous political friends, he left the City of New 
York in the midst of his popularity and re- 
moved to Middletown, Conn., and, with the ex- 
ception of representing the Town of Middle- 
town at one session of the Legislature of that 
State, during which he was Speaker of the 
House, he has not appeared as an active par- 
ticlpant in political life, though be returned 
again to Ncw York in 1860, where he now re- 
sides.

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THE BANKS. 
HENRY GREENEBAUM. 

The examination of Henry Greenebaum, by the 
Committe of his creditors, was continued yester- 
Gay afternoon at 3 o'clock. He said he could not 
tell when his indebtedness to the German National 
Bank began. He kept an account there. Re- 
ceived $6,000 salary as President of the bank in 
1877. When the bank was organized he trans- 
ferred the business of Henry Greenebaum & Co. 
to it, on condition that he was to receive a bonus 
at the end of three years, and did not receive any 
salary during that time. His salary as President 
of the Savings Bank was $2,000 at first, then re- 
duced at his own request to $1,200, and after to 
$1,000. His personal expenses were about $5, 000 
or $6,000 a year, but that would not in- 
clude donations to charity. The traveling 
expenses were ittle. as de generally 
deadheaded it. Hi total indebtedness last De- 
cember was about $120,000. He had been a bor- 
rower since 1873. At the last date the debts of 
himself and David were about $150,000, and the 
real-estate assets were considered worth 8650, 000. 
Ever since the panic the debts had increased, ousi- 
ness bad been poor, ana now he did not think he 
could pay over 25 cents on the dollar. In 1873 he 
owned the dank and lot, which cost $225, 000, 400 
feet of river front on the north branch, then worth 
$125,000, some lots near the West Parks, $120, - 
000; lots in Peck’s Addition, $40,000; some 
land in the Town of Jefferson, value, $100, - 

: and some lots on State street and in 
Flournoy’s Subdivision, $10,000: and a build- 
ing on the corner of Lake and Canal 
streets which cost $50,000. That made 
$670,000, or witha liberal reduction $650, 000. 
The whole cost about 000, and had proved a 
very bad investmeut. Nearly all that property 
stood in his own name. He had mortgaged the 
Central Park property to secure claims against 
himself alone. 

Mr. Greenebaum then gave a list of all his in- 
dividual debts, and said that besides his debts 
scheduled in his bankruptcy petition he heard 
Summerfield & Earl), of Little Rock, Ark. claimed 
$75, 000 under a contract, and the West Park Com- 
missioners claimed $88, ; out he denied those 
claims. He thought with little indul- 

on the vart ot dis indi- 
creditors he could pay them 
He considered that he occupied an excep- 
tionable position in bankruptcy proceedings, but if 
his creditors had let him alone instead of hounding 
him on, he would have been able to pay them. 

The New York house of Greenebaum & Co. had 
dealt largely in city certificates, but the branch 
here did not have any, and the German Savings 
sold out what it had when the Chicago Times first 
raised the question as to the iegality of those cer- 
tificates. reenebaum & Co., however, held 
$4, 500 of vouchers issued by the Board of Public 
Works. In answer toaquestion as to whether 
Greenebaum & Co. were solvent on the 6th of De- 
cember last, Mr. Greenebaum replied that they 
were and they were not, both. The examination 
was then continued to 2 p. m. to-day. 

THE OTHERS. 

Mr. A. M. Day, the manager of the German Na- 
tional Bank, is credited with having played a very 
sharp game yesterday. Some time ago a depositor 
received the usual certificate of indebtedness for a 
deposit he had previousiy made in the bank, and 
recently went around to get his money. The 
officers, however, refused to give him anything, 
on the ground that an error had been made in the 
certificate by crediting too much interest on the 
speciai deposit. The depositor then put the mat- 
ter in the hands of his attorney, and the latter went 
to the bank to look the matter up. Day 
asked to look atthe certificate, which was graat- 

but, when asked to give it back, refused 

t blank todoso. This is regarded as rather a 

-handed way of remedying the mistake, and 
the aggrieved party vroposes to lay the matter 
before the Comptroller of the Currency at Wash- 
ington, and see if this extra-officious manager 
can act in this way. 

[The name of tne attorney is W. A. Ruff, but he 
does not wish his name used except as a guarantee 
of good faith, etc.] 

The usual petition in the Fidelity Savings- Bank 
case was filed yesterday. The petitioner this time 
is not the Receiver, but Robert Law, the coal- 
dealer. He states that prior to November, 1873, 
he was a partner with Roselle M. and O. 8. Hough 
and Jobn Campbell in the coal business, 
under the name of John Campbdell & Co. 
About the 20th of November, 1873, the firm, 
being unable to pay its debts, made an assignment 
to Law. He took charge of the business, and 
opened a bank account with the Fidelity, and on 
the 8th of June, 1874, had $18,646.88 deposited 
there as trustee. A balance of $1,096.20, to the 
credit of John Campbell & Co. was also transfer- 
red to his account, making it $19,743.08. Only 
$4, 777. 78 has ever been drawn out by him, so that 
there ought to be $14,965.30. In February, 1875, 
there were several large judgments outstanding 
against the Houghs in favor of the bank, but in 
the name of E. M. Haines. brother of the Presi- 
dent of the Fidelity. The Houghs, as is one. 

to vay, represented to r. 
Law had paid the creditors 
John Campbell & Co. 60 cents 
on the dollar of their claims, and that it wouid be 
nothing more than fair if the bank used some of 
the funds to Law's credit as trustee to pay 60 per 
cent on these judgments. President Haines re 
fused, however, todo so without Law's consent. 
until finally the Houghs offered to give him a bond 
of indemnity to secure him if he paid the judg- 
ments. He then did so, and charged Law wita 
$13, 800, that being the amount needed to pay the 
60 percent. This reduced Mr. Law's balance to 
$1, 165. 30, and he now asks thai this reduction or 
charge against him may be set aside, having been 
made without his knowledge or consent, and that 
he may receive dividends on his rightful balance 
of $14,965.30. In fact. he says he never knew 
such charge had been made against his account 
until he went to draw his dividend. The matter 
was taken under advisement. 

The Keceiver of the Fidelity also filed a report, 
stating that he had offered Lot 19. in Bowen's Ad- 
dition to South — at auction as directed by 
the Court, but has only received a bid of $1, 800. 
instead of $3,300 or $3,500, as he expected. It 
seems that the lot fronts on Calumet Lake, and 
two rival ice-dealere, E. A. Shedd and Esther E. 
Saylor, had been bidding against each other to get 
the land. The Receiver had actually closed with 
one party, and accepted his bid of about $2, 500, 
when the other went $800 better. and the Receiver 
saw golden visions of what he would get if he of- 
fered the land for sale at auction. ut the ice 
men put their heads together and only bid 
$1, When the bid was opened yester- 
day morning, Judge Moore saw through the 
dodge immediately. A person present 
in court then offered an advance of $500 on the 
bid, and another offered $9,000 in bank books. 
The attorneys forthe bank objected to this last 
offer because depositors’ books could begbought up 
in any number at 22 cents on the dollar. Mr. C. 
E. Felton, one of the parties appointed some time 
ago to appraise the property, said the lot was 
worth in the neighborhood of $4,000, and ought 
not to ve sold even for $2,400, and advised that 
the sale be postponed. This the Judge agreed to.

A. B. CONDIT. 

The A. B. Condit case of alleged embezzlement 
| continued yesterday morning before Justice 
Fuodte. The defense took up their side of the 
vestion and swore a loan broker named Nexsen. 

e testified that he had negotiated a loan of 
$30,000 for the Town of Lake, and had received 
cofimiasions therefor amounting to $600. The 
legal fees of $75 had also been paid through him. 
He had negotiated other similar loans. The next 
witness was a man named J. F. Foster. He testi- 
fied that the $18,000 with which Condit had, in 
his annual report, credited himself was in part 
composed of tax-certificates which Condit had car- 
ried over from years preceding the year of the re- 


port. 

Mr. Tuley, for the defense, argued upon Fos- 
ter’s testimony, and Mr. O’Brien confined his re- 
marks to the mistake found in Condit’s books. He 
said that Condit never touched the books, and was 
not responsibie for the mistakes which were made 
by his clerks, who were supposed to be competent. 

Mr. Harvey, for the prosecution, argued that 
Condit, having furnished the data from which the 
accounts &nd books were in part kept, was re- 
sponsible for errors, even had he not accepted 
the footings of those books as his 
own footings. He said in reference to the evidence 
that Condit had carried over from year to year the 
tax-certificates aforesaid, that such a proceeding 
was impossible, because in the annual report pre- 
ceding that in which the disputed figures were cor- 
tained there was a credit in favor of Condit for a 
certain amount of tax-certifica.es, and he had re- 
ceived none since that time. 

The Court remarked that in justice, in accord- 
ance with law, and out of his own consciousness, 
he was obliged to discharge the prisoner. 

THE COUNTERFEITERS. 

The men who were arrested by the Secret Service 
detectives Tuesday night for making, having in 
possession, and passing counterfcit nickels, quar- 
Tl and halves, were arraigned before United 
Stats Commissioner Hoyne yesterday afternoon. 
George Quigg and Eugene Hartman had counsel; 
Ed Lee and George Hoofer were withouta **mouth- 
piece. The two latter said they were ready for 
trial. Hartman's attorney asked for a continu- 
ance, as did the one who represented Quigg, he 
saying that he had not bad an opportunity to con- 
suitwith hisclient. It was apparent that the 
lawyers wanted the Government to expose its 
hand,—to reveal its case in the exami- 
nation of Lee and Hoofer, in order 
that Quigg and Hartman might be benefited. On 
the two first-mentioned positive proof had been 
found. As to the others, very little of a criminat- 
ing character had been divulged. If the proseca- 
tion showed up its witnesses in the examination of 
Lee and Hoofer, the testimony against Quigg and 


Hartman would, perhaps, come to the surface, aud 


thus they woula have a chance to fix up a defense. 
But Assistant-District- Attorney Boaies didn't wish 
to have the defendants separated. The evidence, 
he said. was woven together and affected all of 
them more or less. Counsel for Quigg talked with 
his client, and announced that he was ready 
for trial. Hoofer engaged Hartman's attorney. 
The four were then ready to go abead. 
Mr. Boales wanted a continuance; one of the Gov- 
ernment witnesses had to be brought from a dis- 
tance. This announcement angered Mr. Umlauf, 
quigy’s attorney, who protested against delay. 

he charge was a grave one, and his client was en- 
titled to a speedy trial, since he could show that 
he was perfeetly innocent. A continuance would 
do him greatinjustice. No matter how strong the 
web was woven, it would be casily unwoven. 
Whatever the testimony was, it ehould be proved. 
Justice demanded that Quigg have @ speedy trial 
and an honorable discharge. Mr. Boales referred 
to the inconsistency of Mr. Umlauf's course, and 
said that the Government was not obliged to pro- 
ceed until its witnesses were present. He was 
informed that the proof against the accused 
was sufficient, but he was not in a position 
to present it all. Commissioner Hoyne didn't 
think it would be any hardship to the defendantd 
to defer their examination. hie accordingly con- 
tinued the case until 10 o'clock Tuesday morning. 
In fixing the bail, the wealth of the parties was 
considered, Detective Tyrreil and Deputy- 
Marsha! Stillwell stated that Quigg told them at 
first that he was worth $300,000, but finally came 
down to $15,000. Quigg himself said be was not 
worth 15,000 cents. A friend swore that he was 
not worth $500. His bail was fixed at $2,500, and 
that ofthe three at $2,000 each. Hartman was 
released, but tne others went to jail, Quigg 
1s dy far the most intelligent one of the 
quartette. He was at one time m the employ 
of the Lincoln Park Commissioners, and has latter- 
ly been engaged in serving tax notices for them and 
others on commission. here were a number of his 
friends present yesterday, and they couldn't ac- 
count for his being mixed up in such a scrape, 
since his reputation has 1 been good, so far 
as they have any knowledge of it. 

Another of the alleged gang was picked up yes- 
terday afternoon. IIis name is George Loyton, 
alias Higgenbaum. He was committed in default 
of $2,000 bail for examination with the others. 
This is all the arrests that are to be made. De- 
tective Tyrrell has certainly done a good piece of 
work, and, if this evidence turns out to be of the 
character he claims, there is little chance for any 
of the accused avoiding aterm at Joliet.

BAYARD TAYLOR. 


He Will Write a New Biography of Gocthe 
—A Banquet. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, March 20.—The Goethe Club gave 
Bayard Taylor a brilliant reception to-night at 
Deimonico’s. Many prominent persons were 
present. Letters of regret were announced 
from Secretary Evarts, ex-Gov. Tilden, Ham- 
ilton Fish, Carl Schurz, Roscoe VUonk- 
ling, Gov. Robinson, ex-Govs. Dix and 
Morgan, and many others. Parke Godwin made 
the chief address, which was highly eulogistic. 
In his brief response Mr. Taylor said: It is 
well known that for years past I have designed 
writing anew biography of the great German 
master. It bas been specially mentioned by 
the press since my appointment, and 
I need not hesitate to say 
the favor of our Government will give me im- 
portant facilities in the prosecution of the 
work. [Applause]. But the question has also 
been asked, very naturally, Is a Minister of a 
foreign Court to be appointed for sucha purpose?

Edson, Moore & Co., Detroit; Carson, Scott & 
Co., Chicago; Allen, Sheldon & Co., Detroit; 
Shipiey, Hover & Co., Cincinnati; J. Greenleaf, 
Columbus; Sheileto & Co., Cincinnati; Menker 
Bros. r Polk & McAlpio, Cincinnati; 
Auerbach Co., St. Paul; Olcott & Huter,

The sale opened with the offering ot twenty- 
five cases of Hope bleached cottons, which were 
rapidly dispaqged of in lots of five cases or more 
at G cents per yard.
